Notwithstanding the snow-capped mountain barriers, the infan- 
try is being launched in waves which, military observers say, break 
ugainst the formidable resistance of the Italians, : 

Italian troops have now formed their lines of defense and are 
holding firm all the passes and peaks from which Italian officers say 
the forward movement of the Austrians has not only been successfully 
arrested, but the Austrians have been dislodged from several strategic 
positions taken in the first rush of the offensive. 

There are several indications to confirm, the statement that the 
design of the present strenuous campaign of the Austrians on the 
Trentino front is to prevent Italy from participating with her troops 


in the struggle on the French front 


and also to paralyze any action 


aiming at the joining of the Avlona and Saloniki forces for a simul- 


tuncous effort. 


LONDON, May 22—Hard fighting is 
still in progress between the Austrians 
und Italians in the Tyrol, the French 
und Germans in the region of Verdun 
and the Germans and British around 
Lu Bassee. 

The great offensive of the Austrians 
ugainst the Italians in Southern ‘ vrol 
continues unabated, and at several 
points the Austrians seem gradually to 
be throwing back the Italians toward 
their own territory. To the southeast 
of Trent, on the Lavarene plateau, 
Vienna says the Italians have been 
dislodged from all their postions, and 
udds that the Austrians have captured 
Fima, Mandriolo and the height im- 
mediately west of the frontier from 
the summit as far as the Astach 
(Astico) valley. The Austrians for 
their offensive, acording to Rome ad- 
vices, have been heavily reinforced in 
inen and guns. Since the beginning of 


the offensive, Vienna asserts, more 
than 24,000 men have been taken 


prisoners and 172 cannon have been 
captured by the Austrians, 
Both Make Claims at Verdun. 

In the region of Verdun, both the 
French and Germans claim successes 
for their arms at various points, An 
interesting point in the latest French 
official communication is the statement 
that the French have penetrated Fort 
Douaumont, northwest of Verdun,

IS THREATENING

British Financial Secretary Of 
Treasury Refers to Depletion 
of Farm Labor

LONDON, May —Francis Dyke 
Acland, financial secretary of the trea- 
sury, speaking in the House of Com- 
mons on the agricultural situation to- 
day made a somewhat disturbing state- 
ment, It was imperative, Mr. Asland 
said, that farmers should drop their 
prejudices against the employment of 
female labor, A breakdown in home 
supplies was only avoidable if the 
lubor situation did not grow worse, 

The danger point of greatly decreas- 
ed production already has been reach- 
ed, and even as they were going it was 
now feared that Mngland could not 
long maintain her production on last 
year’s level, If more men were swept 
into the army from the farms, she 
could only escape famine by diverting 
to importation of foodstuffs on ships 
which are so urgently needed for the 
transport of munitions. 

“And,” Mr. Acland concluded, ‘‘we 
ure unable to say whether there will 
be ships to divert that way.” 

During the course of the debate fol- 
lowing Mr. Acland’s speech, Rowland 
Prother, of Oxford University, expres- 
sed the opinion that sooner or later 
the government would be compelled to 
put the country on rations in order to

British Lose Heavily. 

Heavy losses in men were suffered 
by the British when the Germans took 
trenches from them over a front of 
about a mile and a quarter near 
Givenchy-En-Gohelle, and in counter 
attacks to regain them, according to 
Berlin. 

The situation generally on the Rus- 
sian front remains unchanged.

LONDON, May 22-—A despatch re- 
ceived from Lieut. Gen, Sir Perey 
Lake, commander of the British forces 
in Mesopotamia, shows that the forces 
of Lieut. General Sir George Gorringe, 
operating on the south bank of the 
Tigris, have now virtually reached 
Kut-El-Amara, <An_ official commu- 
nication issued tonight concerning the 
operations in this region says: 
“General Lake reports on May 20th 
that the right, or south, bank of the 
Tigris is clear of the enemy as far as

TO MAINTAIN PEACE 
OBJECT OF ALLIANCE 


Premier Briand of France Wel- 
comes Visiting Russians in 
Paris

PARIS, May 22—In an address of 
welcome today to the visiting Russian 
officials and members of the Duma, 
Premier Briand said the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance never had had any other 
purpose than maintenance of peace 
and the stability of the European equi- 
librium, The premier asserted France 
and Russia had made a supreme ef- 
fort to avoid an European war, and 
said the future could be regarded with 
confidence. 

The peace which the allies would 
demand, Mr. Briand continued, would 
be without intrigue, and it would come 
only after decisive victory which would 
ensure the world against a similar 
catastrophe.

“Today our artillery subjected the 
German positions to a heavy bombard- 
ment, On the remainder of the front 
we sprang mines near Koclincourt, the 
Hohenzollern redoubt and the quar- 
ries. There was mining activities al- 
so near Neuville St. Vaast and south 
of Fluerbax, 


“The artillery of both sides has 
been active opposite Lens, east of 
Ypres. We obtained direct hits on an 


enemy battery east of Blairville, 

“Yesterday enemy ueroplanes were 
active, many were engaged by our ma- 
chines, Hight were driven, though 
none was brought down, One of our 
reconnaissance machines was forced to 
land in the enemy’s lines."

The report shows that the efforts of 
the board haye resulted in & reduction 
of the average weekly number of con- 
victions for drunkenness In Mngland 
and Wales from 2,034 in 18i4d to an 
average of 940 for last March, the 
latest month for which figures are 
available. In Scotinnd the average 
been reduced from 1,424 in 1914 to 
704 in March,

In Vancouver tonight Liberal prohi 
bitionists profess to see a proposal to 
force the hand of the drys. On the 
other hand some extremists call at- 
tention to the alleged fact that the go 
vernor and his family and friend are 
large holders of brewery property and 
hotel mortgages in the city of Vic 
toria. 


Situation Delicate, 

The situation is described as an ex 
tremely delicate one. It may be that 
the governor will capitulate, but it ir 
quite possible on the other hand, that 
Premier Bowser though with an over 
whelming majority in the house, may 
find no other alternative but to resien 
and go to the country on the prohibi- 
tion and anti-compensation issues 
The issue would, of course, be rather 
against the government than against 
the Liberals, In any event the situa 
tion is full of possibilities, though 
some compensation may be reached at 
any time. Prompt action is necessary 
for the legislature to lapse through ef- 
flux of time on May 31st.

Discovery of Steam Engine. 

To the Bulletin; When, where and 
by whom was the power and useful- 
ness of steam discovered?

No tnformation is available as to 
when steam itself was actually discoy- 
ered, It is know, however, that the 
first practical use of steam is referred 
to by Hero of Alexandria, probably 
about the first or second century when 
be mentioned in his work “Spiritilia 
Seu Pneumaticia” the use of steam to 
drive a kind of steam turbine, An 
Itatlan engineers named Branca, 1629, 
made a wheel to rotate by means of & 
jet which impigned in vanes set on 
its rim. These, however, were not 
much more than toys, and it was not 
until the time of the Marquis of Wor- 
cester, 1664, Savery, Papin, Newcomen 
and Watt that the energy of steam 
wus applied to any practical purpose, 
The Savery engine in 1698, was the 
first practical steam engine and con- 
wisted of two egg-shaped vessels of 
equal size, the ends of which could be 
connected alternately with the boiler 
pipe and to a well r ectively, One of 
the vessels having been filled with 
steam, communication with the boiler 
was shut off and the steam condensed 
by the cooling effeet of a jet of water 
on the outside of the vessel, A partial 
vacuum thus being formed water was 
foreed by the pressure of the atmor- 
phere from the well into” the vessel, 
Fresh steam was then admitted and 
the water forced by it from the vessel 
to the tank on some higher level, This 
pction went on alternately in the two 
vessels, while one was filling the other 
was being emptied, The next step in 
the development of the steam engine 
was the use of the piston and cylinde:, 
which was the invention of Denis 
Vapin, Later Newcomen in 1705 made 
the piston engine a practical machine, 
but it may he truthfully said that it 
was not until 1763 when James Watt 
saw that it was absolutely essential 
that the steam cylinder should be kept

Some Mortgage Problems. 

To the Bulletin; A loaned B $1.000, 
B gave A a mortgage on a lot in Ed- 
monton for security in February, 1916, 
B could not pay the interest when due 
I find B has not paid taxes for some 
years back. B has other lots in Ed- 
monton that are not mortgaged. 

1, Is the mortgage due when inter- 
est is not paid? 

2. Can A sell the lot for what it 
will bring and sell some other lot of 
B's till the mortgage is fully paid? 

1, A mortgage is usually due upon 
default in payment of interest, but this 
depends to some extent upon whether 
there is an acceleration clause in the 
Inortgage and we would need to see 
the mortgage to determine this. 

2. The proper course is to bring ac- 
tlon against B and obtain judgment 
for the amount of the mortgage, then 
to bring the lot to sale under the jude- 
ment and to issue execution on the 
judgment for any deficiency. This exe- 
cution can be registered against all B's 
property and after the expiration of a 
year from the issue of the execution 
the other property can be brought for 
sale, 

This is a statement of 
gagee's legal rights, but in practice 
some difficulty will arise, In the first 
place the court will be reluctant to sell 
the mortgaged lot for less than the 
umount of the mortgage unless it can
